a 2 London, Sept. 5. 
Three thousand lightning 
flashes Ht wp London’s sky- 
Ine tonight in what weather 
experts described as “prob- 
ably one’of the most. speo- 
_taoular storms of the century.” 
During a two-hour non-stop 
display lightning flashes stabbed 
every corner of the capital. 
Some lasted five seconds and 
one. zig-zagged out into about 
100 joint flashes. ° 
The slorm carved a trail of 
damage across London and 
Southem England. [t ended a 
day of swettering humidity 
that reached 70 per cent in a 70 
degree Fahrenheit. temperature— 
almost double the normal hu- 
midity reuding for such a tem- 
perature, 
_ But many houses were hit by

A plan to bring the whole British Commonwealth into an 
economic union with Europe was put forward today by 
a group known as Federal Union whose aim is “to unite

Offered us “a positive solution 
1u the problem of Britain's rela- 
tionship with the Commonwealth 
and the Continent cf Europe in 
the context of a developing free 
trade area,” the plan had been 
drawn up by a group, most of 
whose members are “relatively 
young economists and business 
and professional people.” 

Federal Union spokesmen told 
au press conference in London 
that they hoped’ the plan would 
provide u basis for “thought and 
debate, in both privaie and 
governmental circles.” 

Britain must take part In the 
econamie integration that is de- 
veloping in Western Europe, 
they sald. But such an intimate 
association between European 
countries created problems in 
their relations wilh countrics 
outside Europe “which can be- 
come acute when the relations 
are us close as those between 
Britain und the overseas Com- 
monwealth.” 

“This is, from the British 
point of view, one of the most 
important questions arising from 
the free trade area proposal,” 
they added,
